gion of polar cold— that they art at the 
Antipodes, and engaged under the froz*n 
firpent of the i'outh. Falkland Ifland, which 
fetmed too remote and romantic an objedl 
for the gfafp 
of 
national ambition, is 
but a ft^ge and reding place to their vigor­ 
ous induftry. 
N or is the equino^lial heat 
more difcouraging to them, than the ac­ 
cumulated winter of both the polfS.

know that while fome of them draw the line 
and drike the harpoon on the coadof Africa, 
others run the longitude, and
